The difference is in what those parts are and what level of 
integration we expect of them. In the old days it was tubes and point 
to point wiring. Then we migrated to transistors and printed 
circuits. Then it went to chip level integration and now we play with 
SMD circuits and prefabricated modules. 


What these folks don't acknowledge is that we're integrating our home 
brew projects on a totally different scale. We're building things 
today that were barely even conceivable 20 years ago. 


As for the numbers of hams building stuff... I suspect those numbers 
haven't really changed much in relation to the population as a whole. 
I think ham radio enjoyed a bubble of technophilia for a few decades. 
Finally, however, that bubble has burst. Appliance operators are 
fewer and fewer, but home brewers seem to have gained in popularity, 
if anything. In many ways it's easier to build stuff today than it 
ever has been. 


I think the article laments a problem that doesn't exist. And 
naturally, this being the Scientific American of today, they didn't 
peer review this commentary with any hams who might have lived through 
that rosey eyed view of the past. Sigh.

I have a Weller dual-heat soldering gun (100 - 140W) that I use for wire 
antennas and PL-259 connectors, but it's really a bit underpowered for 
that. It does OK in the summer, but when the temperature's below freezing 
and a 25 mph wind is blowing - in other words, customary antenna-building 
weather - it just can't quite keep up. My Dad had a bigger gun (250wW, 
maybe?) that did well in those circumstances. 


I've tried using a propane torch, but didn't have a lot of luck. Maybe if 
I'd cleaned the wire really well first, but when I tried it the solder just 
melted into little balls and rolled away.

I just received my PTO (Permability Tuned Oscillator) kit from Jim WA6OTP http:// 
www.wa6otp.com/pto.htm in the mail yesterday. I 

put it together as per the included instructions, following the schematic and 
written instructions and it worked wonderfully. Took 

me about 2 hours from opening the package to final operation. (I wasn't rushing) 


I recently overhauled a PTO that was slipping from a Ten Tec Century 21 fora 
friend. And when I compare the two, I must complement 

Jim on such a simple yet very effective and elegant design. That's what good 
engineering is all about. 


It covers the entire 40 meter band. After winding the coil and removing a few 
windings, as per the instructions, to get it were I 

wanted it, the frequency range for mine is 6.980 MHz to 7.450 MHz. That sure 
beats trying to pull a xtal a couple of kcs each side 

of center. It is very stable with negligeable drift after a few minutes of warm- 
up. The buffer amplifier is very effective. 

Changing the load on the output had no effect on the frequency. 


For those of you lamenting the high cost of xtals, like me, for your homebrew 
projects, this will be a great device to replace those 

xtals and allow you to break free from being rock bound. He will be making the 
same kit for other bands too, but in the mean time, 

he does include a lookup table for capacitance, chokes and winding turns allowing 
you to get it to work on 160, 80, and 30 meters.

No SMD, no chips, just plain old discrete components and a coil you wind. Who

The answer to that problem is flux, flux and more flux. ALso not putting 
the solder in the flame. You need to get the indirect heat and the 
copper needs to be very clean. Solder just outside of the flame area. I 
used to use an old propane torch head that wasnt much better than a 50 
watt iron, weak flame. I have since replaced it with one of the newer 
vortex torch heads that is compatible with MAPP gas. Dont have any 
problems soldering with the torch now. I knew I needed to get a new 
torch head when I tried to solder a copper pipe Jpole and was losing 
ground. New torch head, 5 to 8 second burn on the flame and there was 
enough heat in the 1/2" copper to sweat the whole joint.

Hi Matthew, I Cc this to the list since I don't have a real measure of the 
speed of PSK-31. I agree that it's faster than I type, but that's not very 
fast. I have a BRAG TAPE that's about a page of stuff and it sends in 
about a minute or a little more. 


As you know there is no error correction on PSK-31, but it's sure amazing 
what good copy you get on most QSO's. It seems to be much better then 45 
baud teletype.

Hi Gang, 


I just added a new project to my web page, an ATU tuning aid. Basicly, it's 
an oscillator, low power amplifier and return loss bridge. I copied the 
bridge out of Solid State Design and added the oscillator/amplifier and a 
simple RF detector. It puts about 5 to 10 mw of signal into your ATU, which 
you can then adjust for best 50 ohm match. This lets you adjust your ATU 
with out causing any (or much) QRM. 


It's a pretty simple two transistor circuit, uses reasonably common parts 
and should be easy to build with Manhatten, ugly or Island cutter 
construction. Currently, mine fits on a 2.1" x 2.0" board, with oscillator 
coils for up to six bands. 


As usual, if there is enough interest in a gizmo like this (and no doubt 
there will be) we'll think about doing up a quickie kit, maybe in a month 
or so.
